special volumes dealing with the sub- 
ject they aro leaching, set aside so that 
they may bo used as reference booka 
by the high school students. Just now 
there is a shelf of books dealing with 
a course In English at Ihe local high 
school, which Is used very frequently 
by the students looklns for Inside In- 
formation on tho studies they are pur- 
suing. 


All fiction books when they are ap- 


proved arc put out on public shelves, 
thus giving- people tho advantage of 
judging and choosing for themselves 
all tho new fiction. This has its draw- 
backs, however, for many books are 
missing. Jliss Myers says that when 
the inventory is taken In Ihe summer 
the ciact number or 
books misslne 


will be obtainable. Other years U haa 
been quite large. The library staff Is 
also having great trouble with certain

magazines have been so cut up that 
they arc practically of no use to other 
readers. This 
work is done on the 


women's and men's tables; tho library 
employes 
are watching closely and 


taking extra precautions so tbit such 
destructive persons may be punished. 
Many books are damaged in the sajno 
way In regard to pictures, and colored 
frontispiece. 
Magazines 
also 
seem 


to furnish great Inducements for petty 
thieves; even the ten cent magazines 
are frequently among the missing. 


The library has at present establish- 


ed stations at Davis square, .S'oonan'i; 
store In Centralvilte, Girl's Community 
club, Tho 
Young- Women's Catholic 


club, anil the Community Service club 
at Dullori street is espcct.cd to put In 
a request for library service in their 
reading rooms. All ihese stations re- 
quire additional books, mainly fiction 
and a great deal ot extra work. Books 
are also sent to the Old Ladles' HomJ 
and tho Old Men's Home, again, main- 
ly fiction which the old people desire 
to read. 


The public does not realize tho work

Tho various operations In- 


duce different chemical .changes, which 
are noticeable In tho flavor, odor and 
color. 


Artificial scent is sometimes secured 


by placing the tea near tho leaves of 
the sweet-seen tod olive or others of 
pleasing1,fragrance, such as the orange 
or jasmine. 


It used to be a common commercial 


practice to ''fJicc" green tea with lale, 
Prussian blue or other artificial agents, 
but fortunately these
